ASSASSINATION OF LINCOLN. 


The shooting of President 
Gurfield 


naturally recalls the assassination of Pres- 
ident Abraham Lincoln. It will be in- 
teresting, therefore, to recite the scenes 
attending that event. 


It was on the evening of Friday, April 


14, 1865, that President and Mrs. Lin- 
coln, with Miss Mary Harris and Major 
Bathbnn,ofAIbany,visitedFord'sTlicatrc, 
at Washington, for the purpose «f witness- 
ing "The American Cousin," which was 
running at the theatre. The fact that 
this distinguished party was to be present 
at the performance had been duly an- 
nounced in all the local papers, and the 
theatre was densely crowded. The Pres- 
idential party occupied a box on the sec- 
ond tier. The scone was a brilliant ono 
and went merrily with the audience and 
actors alike until the close of the third 
uct, when the sharp report of a pistol was 
heard, and an instant afterward a man 
was seen to spring from the President's 
box to the stage, where, striking a tragic 
attitude and brandishing a long dagger in 
his right hand, he cried out, "Sic sempr 
tymntu:i /" and then, amid the bewilder- 
ment of tho audience, rushed through the 
opposite side of the stage and made his 
escape from the rear of the theatre. The 
screams of Mrs. Lincolntold tho audience 
but too plainly that the President had 
been shot.. All present rose to their feet 
and the excitement was of the wildest 
possible description. 
A rush was made 


to the President's box where, on a liasty 
examination being made, it was found ho 
was shot through the head. 
The Presi- 


dent was quickly removed to a private 
house opposite the theatre, where, on fur- 
ther examination, his wound was pro- 
nounced to be mortal. 
This tragic occur- 


rence of course immediately put a stop to 
tho performance and the theatre was 
closed as quickly as possible. The assas- 
sin, in his hurried flight, dropped his hat 
and a spur on the stage. The hat was 
identified as belonging J. Wilkes Booth, 
a prominent actor, and the spur was rec- 
ognized as one obtained by him at a sta- 
ble on that day. One or two of the ac- 
tors and members of the orchestra de- 
clared that the assassin was no other than 
Wilkes Booth, and the evidence almost 
momentarily accumulating fixed him be- 
yond a doubt as the author of the bloody 
tragedy. 
Almost before the audience 


had left the theatre it was known th it the 
assassin, after he got out, made his es- 
cape on horseback. 


SECRETARY SEWAIID'S ESCAPE. 


The news of this hideous tragedy spread 


like wild-fire and the greatest excitement 
prevailed 
throughout the city, dense 


throngs of persons congregating iu the 
locality of the house where President Lin- 
coln was lying. While the general ex- 
citement was at its wildest height it be- 
came known that an attempt had been 
made to assassinate Mr. Seward, Secrc- 
of State. 
At about ten o'clock a man 


called at the Secretary's house, stating 
tbat he had been sent by the family phj° 
sician with the prescription for the Sec- 
retary, who was sick, at the same time 
stating that he must sec him personally, 
as he was instructed to give particular di- 
rections concerning the medicine. He

business were also awpropriatcly dressed. 
In short, a mantle of gloom was thrown 
over the entire national capital.

The grief felt was widespread and the 
deepest gloom and sadness pro\ ailed on 
all sides. 
The President's corpse was re-

struggle managed to escape from the 
house, and mounting his horse lie had 
left at the door galloped off, shouting out, 
"S/c seniptf tymnnif, '" Surgeon Gen- 
eral Barnes was immediately sent for and 
pronounced the Secretary's and Major 
Seward's wounds not fatal, but the inju- 
ries which the desperado had inflicted on 
Frederick Seward and the servant of the 
house were considered more serious. 
When it was known that Secretary Sew- 
ard was not dangerously wounded the gen- 
eral anxiety was centred on President 
Lincoln, and while the scene in the streets 
was one of the wildest excitement and 
confusion, within the chamber where Pres- 
ident Lincoln was lying all was sadness 
and stillness. Several members of the 
Cabinet had hastened to his side. Medi- 
cal and surgical aid were obtained, and 
everything was done to relieve the suffer- 
ing President. It was soon ascertained, 
however, that it was impossible for him to 
survive, the only question being how long 
he would linger. 
All through the weary 


hours of the night and early morning the 
President lay unconscious, as he had been 
ever since his assassination. 
He was 


watched by several faithful friends, in ad- 
dition to near relatives. 
At his bedside 


were the Secretary of War, Secretary of 
the Navy, Secretary of the Interior, Post- 
master General and the Attorney General, 
Senator 
Sumner, General Farnsworth, 


General Todd, cousin to Mrs. Lincoln , 
Major Hay, M. B. Field, General Halleck, 
Major General Meigs, llev.

Every window, housetop, 
balcony, aud every inch of lidewalk on 
cither side was densely crowded with a 
Jiving throng to witness the procession. 
The beat of the funeral drHm sounded 
upon the street, and the cortege marched 
with solemn tread aud arms reversed. 
Hie procession consisted of a large mili- 
tary escort, including a body of dismount- 
ed officers of the army and navy and ma- 
rine corps. Following these came the 
civic authorities, and after them funeral 
car, drawn by six gray horses. A lone; 
line of sad and weeping relatives of tho 
decosed followed in carriages. Next came 
President Johnson, accompanied by Mr. 
Preston King, of Now York, w itli a .strong 
cavalry guard on either side. The res'? 
of the procession consisted of the Cabi- 
net and diplomatic corps, Judges of the 
Supreme Court and clerks of the depart- 
ments, and was closed by 1,500 well 
dressed negroes of vnriotn organizations. 
The procession was one hour and a half 
passing a given point, it contained 18,000 
persons and was witnessed by least one 
hundred and fifty thousand people. 
Af- 


ter the body hud been placed in the Cap- 
itol Rev. Ur. Gurley rend tlw burial ser- 
vice, nt the close of which the outside 
procession gradually dispersed. The body 
of tho late President lay in state in tli<> 
Capitol all that day and through the night 
attended by a guard of honor and viewed 
by an iinmcnve number of citizens. 


Barly on Friday morning, 2Ut, tin- 


body was carried to the depot of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railway, Sind the distin- 
guished party that was to accompany the 
remains to Springfield, HI., left on their 
sad errand by the half-past seven A. M. 
train. The route was as follows and th<- 
arrangements were nil carried out to per- 
fection, there being no delays on the jour- 
ney •—From Washington to Baltimore, 
Baltimore to Hnrrisburp, Hamburg to 
Philadelphia, Philadelphia to New York, 
New York to Albany, Albany to Buffalo, 
Buffalo to Cleveland, Cleveland to Colum- 
bus, 
Columbus to Indianapolis, Indian-

All the towns along the route were draped 
in mourning, and at the cities above men- 
tioned, where the funeral train stopped, 
tho coffin was removed from the funeral 
car and borne in solemn and majestic 
procession through the streets to the prin- 
cipal public building in each city wit- 
nessed by thousands of citizens and visi- 
tors from neighboring towns. The funeral 
train reached Springfield, III., on the 4th 
of May, on which day the body of the de- 
ceased President was interred in the Oak 
Ridge Cemetery amid much funeral pomp 
and ceremony. 


It was some days after the assassination 


of President Lincoln before the indigna- 
tion of the public was somewhat calmed 
at learning of thu arrests of those impli- 
cated in the assassination of the Presi- 
dent and in the assaults on the Seward 
family.

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 


On Wednesday morning a funeral ser- 


vice was held at the White House, at 
which were present a large number of 
clergymen, representing various sections 
of the country. 
The heads of bureaus, 


the Sanitary and Christian commissions, 
the Governors, assistant secretaries, Con- 
gressmen, officers of the Supreme Court, 
the diplomatic corps, the judges of the 
local courts, the pall bearers, ladies of the 
government officials, the chief mourners, 
President Johnson and Cabinet, the mem- 
bers of the family and the ushers. The 
whole scene presented in the room was 
one of solemnity, and a single feeling ap- 
peared manifest among all, and that was 
grief.

mence their round of toil by starlight in 
the morning, an hour or more before the 
stronger men are out of bed—and end it 
near midnight, hours after 
the same 


strong men ;*o to bed and sleep. 
The 


farmer, working hard himself and hear- 
ing but few complaints from his toiling 
wife—doing his work and seeing that 
her's is done, asks no questions, and no 
doubt feels that while bis wife can get 
through with her worl., it would be need- 
less expenditure of means to hire a ser- 
vant to help her. When at the age of 
40, from hard work and child-bearing, 
she takes on the appearance of a woman 
of 60, he concludes that she did not have 
a strong constitution, and that she would 
have fared better had she been the wife 
of a carpenter or shoemaker. 
We repeat, 


that the slavery to which we allude, is 
not the lot of all farmers' wives. Many 
fanners arc as considerate for the health 
of their wives as the) are for their own 
health, but the fact is undeniable, nev- 
ertheless, that, as a class, the wives of 
farmers are overworked. 
The insane 


asylums tell this story ; the worn and ex- 
hausted appearances of many of the 
women themselves tel! it, and the average 
of their lives tell it iti a shape that can 
not be misinterpreted.

Suppose for the sake of argument we

patient remained conscious, conversed 
cheerfully and hopefully, but his pulse 
was high, he was suffering some pain and 
internal hemorrhage was believed to be 
taking jilncc. 
Morphine was hypodermi- 


cally injected and he became easier, ob- 
taining Home sleep. 


For several days the situation was most 


critical, and the President's life was al- 
most despaired of 
Later, a marked im- 


provement was observed, and the alarm- 
ing symptoms gave way before the vigor- 
ous constitution of the President, and he 
has since steadily improved, and nothing 
has occurred within the past few days to 
destroy the encouraging hope that he 
will recover. 


When the news first flashed over the

He is a son of L. W. Gui- 


tcau, \vho for many years, and up to tin 
time of his death, which occurred abou 
two y< ars ago, resided at Freeport, III 
About twenty-five years ago the father 
accompanied by his son, Charles Jules 
then about sixteen years old, left Free 
port and joined the Oneida community, i 
Now "i ork State. The father remainct 
with the community but a short time, am 
then returned to Freepart. The son re 
inoined in the community several years 
and next turned up in Chicago as a law 
yer. 
When a boy, and up to the time o 


his arrival in Chicago, he was known a 
Charles Jules Guiteau, but in Chicago h 
dropped the Jules; He visited Washin< 
ton about«two years ago and lectured 
Lincoln hall on Second Advcntism, 
which, at that time,'he professed to be 
firm believer. Gentlemen in this citj 
who met him then pronounce him a luna- 
tic on the subject of religion. Guiteau's 
idiosyncrasies while a resident of Chicago 
brought him into unenviable notoriety on 
more than one occasion. 
He was of un- 


wholesome appearance, and was regarded 
as of weak mental capacity and partially 
insanf. 
His manner was a queer combi- 


nation of obsequiousness, humility, and 
querulous self-assertion. 
He was dis- 


liked, and nobody seemed to want him 
around. 
He was constantly trying to get 


himself before the public in one form or 
another. 
He was insanely anxious to get 


into print without apparent object. 
He 


was expert only in one line of business, 
and that was beating boarding 
houses. 


He came to Chicago ten or twelve years 
ago, and did a little shyster law work 
around the justices' courts. Those with 
whom he came in contact speedily rated 
him for what he was worth and their esti- 
mate of him may be summed up in the 
expression that he was cracked. That 
there was a screw loose in his mental ma- 
chineiy seemed to admit of no question. 
He wus voted a nuisance and was toler- 
ated only because he was believed to be 
harmless. He was visionary and erratic. 
There was a certain earnestness in his 
manner which might deceive one on first
